clothes generally last longer if 
washed in a good machine than 
«f rubbed on a washboard,’’ the 
departm ent asserts. 
In this connection the depart­ 
ment makes the following sug­ 
gestions concernign the use and 
care of washing machines: 
“ W'ash the correct amount of 
clothes in your machine as speci­ 
fied by the m anufacturer. 
Over­ 
loading is hard on th e colthes and 
the machine. 
The w ater line is 
marked on most machines. 
Too 
much 
water 
causes 
excessive 
splashing and in m any instances 
cuts dowh the efficiency of the 
washer greatly. 
“ After using, rinse the machine 
thoroughly with hot water, op­ 
erate it for a short time* drain 
and dry. 
Leave the drain faucet 
open and prop the lid up an inch 
or two to allow free circulation 
of air during the tim e it >s not 
in use. 
Cylinders should be re­ 
moved 
and 
thoroughly 
dried. 
Drying metal tube will prevent 
much discoloration. 
“Study the booklet furnished 
by the m anufacturer .of the m a­ 
chine and oil the machine a c c e d ­ 
ing to his direction*. 
Lubrication 
is necessary for every mechanical 
device, and is a most important 
point in the proper care of a 
washer. 
“ If an electric machine >s used 
pull the electric plug when leav­ 
ing the machine* between wash 
days and coil the connecting cord 
where it will not collect moisture 
or dirt. 
Do not lubricate or ad­ 
just any part of the washer while 
the cord is connected to the cur­ 
rent source.”
